DOWN IN THE TUBE

traffic controller’s rain diversion detour. Then, in 
Guatemala, still singing, they were re-arrested by 
police for having no permit to be in Guatemala.

HEAVY RAINS 

Huge thunder, lightning and downpour brought 
gloom and dripping ceilings to the straphangers 
waiting on our platforms last Saturday. It was a 
good opportunity for us to sell $5 umbrellas for 
$50 and we took full advantage of it. 


OVERSHOT DELAY 

In a momentary lapse, a motorman on an 
eastbound train bent down to pick up his fallen 
cell phone as he slowed into the Bridgehampton 
station, causing the train to hurtle through the 
station to finally squeal to a stop far down the 
tracks in the tunnel leading to Sagaponack. 


When a failure to stop happens—and it last 
happened in 1998—an alarm immediately sounds 
everywhere in the subway system and continues 
on indefinitely unless the motorman at fault 
turns off the alarm within 30 seconds after it 
begins. With it still on, ambulances, fire trucks, 
SWAT teams and police scrambled into action 
and headed down to the “overshot” situation to 
tend to the injured and killed. It was a big melee 
while the passengers, none of whom were injured 
or killed, were put on stretchers and gurneys for 
safety’s sake.and wheeled out of the subway and 
onto the tunnel escape path to an exit to freedom. 
But after getting everybody out, the emergency 
squad realized there was no motorman among 
the survivors, and so they returned to the scene 
of the crime to find this motorman unconscious 
in his little motorman’s booth with a bump 
on his head from, as he said when awakened 
during CPR, his forehead hit the steering column 
as he reached for the alarm turn-off button. 
He was taken to Southampton Hospital for 
further evaluation. We regret the four-hour delay 
until a substitute motorman was rousted from 
his bed to come to work during this emergency. 
Hopefully it will be another 20 years before this 
happens again.

FOOD TRUCK DERBY GOES AWRY 

Police descended upon the site of the 2nd Annual 
Food Truck Derby in Napeague after receiving 
calls reporting dangerous and violent conditions 
there. “Our officers arrived to find a scene of 
chaos,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “There were about 250 people in 
attendance. Food truck vendors and patrons 
alike were covered in food and condiments, a 
taco truck was overturned and taco fillings were 
splattered across the area, and one person was 
chasing a frightened group around with a large 
container of hot dog onions.” 


After getting the scene under control, 
police launched an investigation into how 
things had gotten out of hand. “The event was 
supposed to be a friendly competition,” says 
Hirsch. “Last year, which was the first year, 
it went down without a hitch—people ate a 
lot of tasty stuff from the trucks, voted for 


their favorite food, and after the winner 
was determined everyone went on _ his 
merry way.” 


This year, according to Hirsch, many of the food 
truck vendors recruited partisans in advance to 
come to the event to try to skew the results. “They 
brought large groups of supporters—hooligans, 
really—who were spoiling for a fight. We’re talking 
some pretty rough specimens. Some of them 
had painted food truck logos across their naked 
torsos—it was quite extreme.” Hirsch says that, 
rather than simply voting for their preferred food 
trucks, these unruly attendees actively worked 
to sabotage opposing food trucks. “It started 
out small—where they would say disparaging 
things about so-and-so’s brick oven pizza or try 
to slow down the line at a food truck by making 
ridiculous requests for substitutions. But then 


they started stealing fixings—taking the barbecue 
sauce from The Whole Pig food truck, making off 
with the wasabi from the Sushi Wagon—that’ s 
when things started to go off the rails.” 

As night fell, Hirsch says, the tactics became 


ever more harsh. “A group of partisans from - 


Max’s Wiener Cart attacked the Taco Tank and 
began to rock it back and forth. The two terrified 
taco makers inside barely had time to escape 
before the truck went over onto its side.” Luckily, 
says Hirsch, no one was seriously injured in 
the incident. 

According to Hirsch, the event’s organizer, 
the Napeague Dress Code Council, was 
completely unprepared for the intensity of the 
partisanship at the event. “I really don’t think 
you can fault them too much,” says Hirsch. “Why 
would anyone decide to take something like 
this so seriously?” However, as foodie culture 
becomes more pronounced, Hirsch says incidents 
like these could become more common. “It 
happens in sports all the time, and now it’s 
happening with food.” &

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Tiger Woods at 42 


A Tribute to His Amazing and Most Recent Accomplishments 


BYDANRATTINER 
first saw Tiger Woods in person in 1995 when 
he was walking up the 18th fairway at the U.S. 

Open at Shinnecock Hills. He was a 19-year-old 

Stanford student, slender, young and handsome, 

a player with considerable promise that many 

said would prove him to be the best amateur on 

the course. He would not win, that was a given. 

No amateur ever won the U.S. Open. And that 

might have contributed to the way he walked, 

which was easy and loose and confident, the club 
over his shoulder, looking ahead to size up his 
next shot. 

It was also a given that, as an African-American, 
he would probably never be welcome to join 

Shinnecock Hills if he had so desired. The Open 


had been played at Shinnecock in 1986, and after 
it was over the membership was told that even 
though the course was one of the most historic 
in America, the membership would have to take 
in at least one African-American as a member if 
they wanted the U.S. Open back again. They did. 
And here it was in 1995. 

As I reported in Dan’s Papers at that time, 
Tiger Woods shot a 74, a “respectable” score 
considering everything. It had been the first day 
of the four-day Open. But the next day, on the 
fifth hole, Tiger shot the ball into the fescue and, 
using his wedge to loft it back out to the fairway, 
had wrenched his wrist forcing his club through 
that thick vegetation. He had to withdraw and 
never did complete either that round or the rest 
of the competition. 


I didn’t see Tiger Woods in person when he 
played the U.S. Open at Shinnecock again this 
past June. But I watched him on television. He 
was 42 years old now. He’d had an unbelievable 
career from ages 20 to 30, went through a 
dramatic divorce, injured his back, suffered 
through four surgeries on it, and with all that 
couldn’t play well competitively anymore. But 
still, he was trying. 

Here he was now, back out on our course, 
hoping for a comeback, his 140-foot yacht, paid 
for from the tens of millions of dollars he had 
won in the early years, parked in a slip in Sag 
Harbor. 

The hoping for a comeback had captured the 
interest of fans. He’d been at it for two years since 
his last surgery. But all he could muster were

middle-of-the-pack finishes, with an occasional 
shot that would remind you of what he could do 
in his earlier days. 

One hundred fifty-six top golfers were invited 
to enter the U.S. Open this year. At the end of 
the second round, halfway through, everyone not 
in the top 60 is cut and sent home. Woods, here 
at Shinnecock Hills last month, was one of those 
cut. He stayed through the weekend, enjoying the 
Hamptons, then sailed off. 

Since the conclusion of the Open, Woods has 
entered four further four-day competitions. He 
finished fairly well in the first two, and after 
those he was ranked about 50th in the list of top 
golfers. His earnings for the year were around 
$1,500,000, which seems like a lot but, in fact, is 
a pittance when a golfer who wins a “major” such 
as the U.S. Open can walk off with $4 million. 

In the third outing, Woods showed more than 
flashes of brilliance. He was 6th out of the 
71 competitors after the second round and, as 
the word went out, millions of fans now turned 
on their televisions to watch the final two days of 
the match. They were disappointed. Woods made 
some bad shots and fell out of contention. As I 
recall, he finished 31st.

ind it came down just 18 inches 
from the cup. The crowd was 
cheering madly and tears welled 
up in his eyes. 


What was drawing everybody to Woods? 
Woods, for those 10 early years, consistently 
played golf better than anyone had ever 
played it before. The game is to hit a ball into 
a cup using golf clubs. During those years, a 
half-dozen players would vie with one another 
up at the top, showing the concentration and 
prowess to play well. But Woods was in a class by 
himself. All the others might, with steely nerves, 
hit a chip shot from 150 yards out to within-five 
feet of the cup on occasion. Woods would be 
among those doing that during those first three 
days. On the fourth day, he’d put on his red 
shirt—you couldn’t miss him—and hit a chip shot 
INTO the cup, pulling away from everybody else 
to win, and he'd do it over and over again. In 
those 10 years, he racked up the same number of 
wins as legendary golfers before him had done in 
25-year careers. 

And then Woods injured his spine. He was 
either out recovering from surgery or playing 
without the genius that had been inside him early 
on. He hadn’t won a major title in 10 years. And 
at 42 it was surely nearly over. 

But wait. 

The fourth and most recent event he entered 
was the PGA Championship in St. Louis. He shot 
a 70 on the first day and was far behind. But on 
the second day he shot a 66 and was up with the 
leaders. He fell off the pace a bit on the third day, 
but by the end of that day had brought himself 
back to 4 shots off the lead. From there he put on 
his red shirt. 

More than 20 million people watched Woods 
that fourth day. Could he make a run for it? He 
could! By the 14th hole, he was one shot off the 
lead. He was going to do it. But then he faltered. 
He hit his drive on the 14th hole off the fairway, 
made a poor recovery and fell two strokes back. 
On the 17th, he once again hit his drive into the 
rough and had to chip out. At this point, still 


210 yards from the green something extraordinary 
happened. He hit an iron high in the air and it 
came down to end up just 18 inches from the 
cup. He looked at it. The crowd was cheering 
madly and tears welled up in his eyes. He tried 
to hide it, but there was no mistaking it. There 
it was, through the four surgeries, the personal 
problems, the inconsistencies shown in recent 
tries, the fact of being 42 years old—the magic 
was back. 

The moment ended, and on he came to the 
green and the tap in. In the end, he had passed 
five of the six golfers ahead of him when the day 
began. He had shot the lowest score of the day. 
And second place, which is how it ended, would 
bring him $1.3 million. He just could not finally 
catch young Brooks Koepka, who would win and 
earn $3.2 million. 

Is he back for good? For perhaps a good five 


years more? Everyone, including all the other 
golfers, hope he is. He is so good for the game. He 
is self-effacing, gracious, humble in all the failed 
tries at a comeback. He didn’t have it. But he was 
giving it his best. And he will get there. 

On the green of the 18th hole that last day, 
he was tied for second with Adam Scott of 
New Zealand. Scott had finished. And Woods, 
knowing he would not win first place, was left 
with a long and difficult final 22-foot putt to 
break the tie and claim second alone, worth about 
half a million dollars more than the tie. It’s a hard 
shot, less than a 5% chance to make by even the 
best golfers. But Woods steadied himself, sized 
it up, and just as easy as you please made it. He 
tipped his cap. 

Woods is back. His magic is back. 

And Shinnecock Hill has been selected again as 


the site of the U.S. Open in 2026. g&

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Sneaking out of a college class, knocking on doors, acting as a marriage counselor: 
our panel of Hamptons real estate experts reminisce 
about the first time they ever closed a deal. 


I didn’t sell a house for well over 

a year after | began at Allan M. 
Schneider Associates. I did rentals 
and thankfully had another business 
in New York that I went back to each 
week on Tuesday and Wednesday 
to provide me with income. Finally, I 
sold a house in Georgica on Ruxton 
Road in late 1996, what would be 
the equivalent of an $8M house 
today, that finally closed in March of 
1997. Felt fantastic. I thank the Allan 
Schneider partner Barbara Richey, 
who always told me I would sell a lot 
of houses and to not quit until T gave 
myself the chance to be successful. 
Great advice that I often give to new 
or would be brokers today. I have no 
clue where I'd be today had | quit. 
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My very first sale was a $2 million 
condo project on Staten Island. That 
sale was amazing as the number was 
huge for that time. My company gave 
me a gold pen, which I cherished for 
years! My first sale in the Hamptons 
was a one-acre lot on Seascape 

Lane in Sagaponack. My close friend 
gave me an exclusive and it sold ina 
nanosecond. It felt great since no one 
knew me in the business out here. 


My first sale was door to door. I was 
working with a buyer in Aquebogue, 
who told me that she saw a house 
that had been on the market 
previously but was inactive online. 
Considering that the company that 
my wife and I owned prior to my 
getting into real estate involved 
knocking on about 200,000 doors in 
Mexico, this was completely natural. 
I knocked on the door, had a little 
dialogue with the owner, showed 
the house and negotiated terms and 
did the deal 20 minutes later. I said 
to myself, “This is so easy!” Turns 
out, contact ratios aren't 1:1, but it 
sounded pretty good at that time. 


My first sale was to myself. I felt 

I needed to understand what my 
clientele would experience when 
buying or selling. Nothing like first- 
hand experience! So at 23 years old, 
fresh out of college, with student loans 
up the wazoo and with the only things 
I owned being my skis, my car and my 
camera, I bought two tiny triangular 
lots with 20% down and 80% owner 
financing. I refinanced my new car to 
get the down payment! 


A year later, I sold them for twice what 
I paid, satisfied the loan, took the rest 
of the money and bought my first 
little house, which needed everything! 
So ( checked all my boxes: I’d been a 
buyer; I’d been a seller; I'd taken out 

a PMM—private money mortgage; 

I went for permits on vacant land; I 
renovated a house. Now I was ready 
to represent buyers and sellers from a 
base of experience. I’ve always felt my 
job was to be a resource for my clients.

PAINTED IN HISTORY 


The Thomas Moran House and Studio was built in 1884 on Main Street 

in East Hampton, opposite Town Pond. Its owners, Thomas and Mary 
Nimmo Moran, were important painters and engravers, and this house 

was the first artist’s studio on the East End. Thomas Moran's paintings of 
the West, especially Yellowstone and the Grand Canyon, are often credited 
with inspiring the creation of the National Park Service. He also painted and 
engraved local East Hampton scenes, as did his wife. 


Moran, born in 1837, began his career as an apprentice engraver. In 1862, 
he traveled to England to see the work of J.M.W. Turner, whose use of color 
and choice of landscape influenced his own work greatly. (Hanging over the 
fireplace at the Moran house was a copy Moran made of the Turner painting 
“Ulysses Deriding Polyphemus — Homer’s Odyssey,” which now hangs 
across the pond at the Hedges Inn.) Moran was appointed chief illustrator 
at Scribner’s Monthly in the late 1860s, which helped launch his painting 
career. 


In 1871, the director of the United States Geological Survey invited Moran 
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The renovated studio room is filled with paintings 
and prints; Moran’s palette 


along as part of an expedition to the unknown Yellowstone region, which 
was partially funded by Scribner’s. In 40 days in the wilderness, Moran 
sketched more than 30 geological wonders. His sketches captivated the 
nation; the next year, Congress established Yellowstone as the first national 
park. 


Moran married his Scottish-born student Mary Nimmo in 1865. Because of 
sexism, Mary signed her work MNMoran, rather than her full name. She too 
became renowned for her prints. In 1881 she became the first fernale fellow 
of London’s Royal Society of Painters-Etchers. 


The Morans purchased land in East Hampton and began construction 

of their home in 1884. Moran designed the house himself, setting aside 
much of the ground floor as a studio. His quirky practices included re-using 
material from demolished houses. At the time, Manhattan was experiencing 
a building boom, where older houses were being knocked down to build 
fashionable brownstones.

The larger window in the studio room came from a candy store. At the time, 

a large piece of sheet glass was very expensive. The front doors to the studio 
also came from that store, while the fireplace surrounds came from two 
houses: a Federal one, circa 1800, and a Greek Revival circa 1825. Other pieces, 
such as cabinet doors, other windows and newel posts for the staircase, also 
obviously came as architectural salvage. (One elaborately carved baluster, 
Thomas Moran Trust curator Richard Barons says, was found painted gold 

and being used as a lamp base. It’s now back in the staircase.) Moran even 
imported a gondola from Italy, which his daughters used on Town Pond. The 
house originally did not boast a kitchen, as the Morans simply walked to a local 
boardinghouse for meals. A later one-story addition is now painted blue, as it 
was in 1899. 


The house became a hub for intellectuals and artists in the area during the five 
or six months per year that the Morans were in residence. Parties and tableaux 
vivants were features of social life. 


Unfortunately, Mary died of typhoid young, in 1899. Moran himself continued 
to stay at the house and studio until his death in 1926. They are both buried in 
South Side Cemetery. Daughter Ruth inherited the house; she sold it in 1947 
to Joseph and Elizabeth Condie Lamb. (Mrs. Condie Lamb was well known for 
running the oldest real estate agency in East Hampton.) After Mrs. Lamb’s 
death in 2004, Guild Hall took possession of the house, now considerably 
dilapidated. 


The decision was made by Guild Hall to transfer ownership of the Studio to the 
newly created Thomas Moran Trust, which would restore the property. 

But money was lacking. After Superstorm Sandy in 2012 badly damaged 

the house, the need the do the work took on more urgency. The house rocked 
on its pier foundations during the storm, says Barons, and many people 
thought the house should be taken apart and then rebuilt. 


The house was raised up off its brick plinths and a foundation laid, then the 
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brick plinths were rebuilt. (A piece of paper was found in one, attesting that the 
house had been completed in September 1884.) Worries that the house would 
collapse proved unfounded. 


Twelve years of fundraising, conservation easements and a CPF grant later, the 
restoration of the house is complete. And not just of the house: the beautiful 
garden that Mary Nimmo doted over has been restored as well. 


The interior is filled with objects that the Morans owned, such as Thomas’s 
palette, as well as those similar to what they would have owned. (The Morans’ 
own furniture was scattered after their deaths.) Old carpets are draped over 
arailing and Aesthetic Movement bits of china and Japanese fans decorate 
odd shelves. (The Aesthetic Movement was the popular style among the 
intellectuals of the 1880s.) 


Of course, the crown jewels of the house are the paintings and etchings by 
Thomas and Mary. Some are of local scenes, with the familiar windmills of 
East Hampton, while others are of Western landscapes. Many of the Western 
landscapes were painted right in the studio, with Moran working off sketches 
and photographs of the area. The artwork comes from various collections, 
including the Moran Trust, the East Hampton Historical Society and the East 
Hampton Library. 


The artworks line the walls of the studio and other exhibition rooms. The 
master bedroom, with its bed topped with pineapple-carved knobs and 
its leopard skin rug, is the only bedroom that will be restored as a sleeping 
chamber. Other rooms are exhibition space. Downstairs, for example, is 
displayed a huge iron 1860s etching press. 


Now that the Studio is open for tours, it is greatly to be hoped that more 
passers-by will stop to learn about this fascinating house and its important 
owners.

Tools of the bookbinders’ trade 


“I don’t know how many people are doing this and can pay the bills,” Vogel says dur- 
ing a lively two-hour conversation in his East Hampton bindery. With his slim frame, 
white hair and stately beard to match, Vogel is the perfect embodiment of his unique 
vocation, and he never grows tired of talking shop. 


The artisan’s path began while studying book design at Pratt in 1969, where he 
learned the particulars of setting type, graphics, covers, page design and construction 
according to the dominant practices of the time. But before completing his studies, 
Vogel visited Columbia University’s Rare Book School where he was told to learn from 
the old ways and bind a book by hand. 


“I remember enjoying it,” he says, but Vogel enjoyed lots of new experiences at that 
young age. “It wasn’t earth-shattering.” He traveled after graduation but eventually 
found his way back to New York and the art of traditional bookbinding. Soon he met 
preeminent bookbinder Bernard Middleton and spent a day with him talking about 
the business and the craft. “T just liked the look of the occupation,” Vogel recalls, add- 
ing, ‘The look of the bindery, the people.” Specifically, Vogel says he was taken with 
Middleton's thirst for knowledge, inspiration and new things, despite being at the 
top of his game. “You're always learning as long as you keep your mind open,” Vogel 
points out, explaining what drew him to bookbinding. 


Now set on a path, Vogel apprenticed at various NYC binderies and found that each 
had certain strengths he could emulate. Some binders were masters of cloth and 

paper; some worked exclusively in leather; some were painstakingly meticulous, while 
others showed him where he could work more quickly without compromising quality. 


“Parts of the process didn’t need to be a Japanese tea ceremony,” Vogel says, describ- 


ing how he put all that knowledge together and began doing jobs on his own. 


“It was a good time to start bookbinding because people were of the mind to have 
books bound,” Vogel notes while ruminating about how much has since changed.

With each passing decade, he says fewer people thought about bookbinding in the 
same terms, and fewer still actually continued the tradition. “Now most photos don’t 
even leave your computer.” 


Vogel says he achieved a level of mastery about seven years after starting the work 
in earnest, though he never stops learning new things. “I had the technical skill, but I 
began getting so many unique projects and challenges,” he says, remembering that 
he began using leather for achieving interior designers’ requests beyond simply bind- 
ing books. “That was an exciting learning period.” 


Today, Vogel does all manner of projects, and he’s thrilled to dive into new aesthetics 
and materials well outside stamped leather and gilded pages. “You meet people from 
all walks of life,” he says, listing projects for designers, musicians and sports figures, 
including shock rocker Marilyn Manson, Chuck Berry and Tiger Woods. “Making a book 
is like stretching a canvas...the cover is what you paint,” Vogel says. “You can go in 
any direction—we’ve done books with glass and rubber and metal set into the cover,” 
he continues, also pointing to a slipcase he did with a removable miniature Coca-Cola 
bottle magnetized into the spine. “People think bookbinding is very traditional, but it 
can be very contemporary, depending on the client’s whims.” 


As Vogel’s business has grown, so has his family. His wife Abby paints beautiful cus- 
tom images into various projects, and she’s found a real penchant for book restora- 
tion. Their two daughters—Hadley, 30, and Hannah, 21—grew up learning the art of 
bookbinding, and the eldest has started creating exquisitely bound custom books for 
artists. 


Like all vaunted traditions and talents, it appears Vogel’s legacy is in place to last long 
into the future, right alongside the enduring books he binds.

DESIGNERS REQUIRE LICENSING 


IN NEW YORK STATE, NOT JUST ANYONE CAN WORK AS AN INTERIOR DESIGNER. IN FACT, 
ONLY A LICENSEE, KNOWN AS A CERTIFIED INTERIOR DESIGNER (CID), MAY PREPARE AND 
ADMINISTER “INTERIOR DESIGN DOCUMENTS (INCLUDING DRAWINGS, SCHEDULES AND 
SPECIFICATIONS) WHICH PERTAIN TO THE PLANNING AND DESIGN OF INTERIOR SPACES 
INCLUDING FURNISHINGS, LAYOUTS, FIXTURES, CABINETRY, LIGHTING, FINISHES, MATERIALS, 
AND INTERIOR CONSTRUCTION NOT MATERIALLY RELATED TO OR MATERIALLY AFFECTING THE 
BUILDING SYSTEMS” PURSUANT TO EDUCATION LAW §8303. 


To become a CID, an individual must be at least 21 years of age, have an associate degree or higher in 

an approved interior design program, satisfy certain examination requirements, demonstrate requisite 
experience in the field and be of good moral character, pursuant to Education Law 88305. So don’t just 
watch HGTV and think you should start a small interior design business because you have an eye for design. 
To be clear, practicing interior design without a license is a terrible idea. 


The unlicensed practice of interior design is punishable as a class E felony pursuant to Education Law 86512. 
Moreover, wrongfully holding oneself out as an interior designer without licensing is punishable as a class A 
misdemeanor pursuant to Education Law 86513. Further, unlicensed practice may result in a $5,000 penalty 
and victims of such unlicensed practice may recover all payments made as restitution pursuant to Education 
Law 86516. 


Clearly, a license is required for anyone who is considering work as an interior designer. However, even with 
proper licensing, the scope of work that is permitted to be performed by a CID is limited from what many 
consider as the colloquial scope of interior design. In fact, the official definition of practice of interior design, 
as set forth in the Education Law, expressly limits the scope as “not be[ing] construed as authorizing the 
planning and design of engineering and architectural interior construction as related to the building systems, 
including structural, electrical, plumbing, heating, ventilating, air conditioning or mechanical systems and not 
be[ing] construed as authorizing the practice of engineering or architecture.” The scope of work is further 
limited because an interior designer is not automatically a licensed home improvement contractor. In fact, 
the state’s highest court has held that a homeowner’s contract with an unlicensed home improvement — 
contractor was unenforceable. . 


As you can see, there are rigid distinctions between the job functions of a CID, architect, professional — HHENSES SEM GR aH S: a Le 
engineer and a licensed home improvement contractor. Therefore, before consideringbecomingaCIDor, = tr eetees 
as a homeowner, hiring a CID, the lines between these distinct fields must be explored and understood. = oe ea: 
Otherwise, a homeowner could end up hiring the wrong professional for their job. oe

WHICH REQUIRE THE APPLICATION OF THE ART, SCIENCE, AND AESTHETICS OF DESIGN AND 
CONSTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS, GROUPS OF BUILDINGS, INCLUDING THEIR COMPONENTS AND 
APPURTENANCES AND THE SPACES AROUND THEM WHEREIN THE SAFEGUARDING OF LIFE, 
HEALTH, PROPERTY, AND PUBLIC WELFARE IS CONCERNED. SUCH SERVICES INCLUDE, BUT ARE

health and property is concerned, when such service or work requires the application of engineering principles and 
data.” 


A licensed home improvement contractor's practice, as set forth at Suffolk County Code §563-16, includes “any repair, 
remodeling, alteration, conversion, modernization, home raising or home elevating services, improvement or addition 
to residential property, and includes but is not limited to painting of residential structures; carpentry; fencing; driveways; 
exterminating; flooring; ductwork for heating, ventilation and air-conditioning systems; masonry; roofing; siding; the 
construction, installation and/or servicing of swimming pools and portable and permanent spas; and waterproofing; 

as well as other improvements to structures or upon land which are part of residential property, including landscaping 
and arboriculture, which as used herein shall mean tree sprayers, tree pruners, tree stump removers and all other tree 
services. 


With knowledge of each field’s distinct job function, a prospective interior designer may realize that their goals are 
more aligned with another profession’s scope of work, and a homeowner can identify the right professional to hire for = Land 
the job. Nonetheless, before any contract is signed, a homeowner should verify each potential hire’s licensing, To verify 
licensing for CIDs, architects and professional engineers, visit the NYS Office of the Professions website at op.nysed. —

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“Kansas With a Sea Breeze:” Authors in Sagaponack 


erhaps the wildest parties ever thrown in 
Sagaponack were the famous Bastille Day 
fireworks celebrations at George Plimpton’s 
home in the 1970s. The parties were attended 
by everyone who was anyone, from Chevy Chase 
and Dustin Hoffman to Kurt Vonnegut and Louis 
Malle to Paul Simon and the Rolling Stones. 
While some were there just for the party, others 
were Plimpton’s neighbors. In the 1960s, the 
small seaside hamlet attracted some of the most 
talented working writers the country has ever 
produced: Writers who were looking not only 
for a quiet place to work, but also for something 
affordable. And who knows? Maybe at the Dan’s 
Papers Literary Prize Festival on August 23, we'll 
discover the next greatest-living writer. 
PETER MATTHIESSEN 
Peter Matthiessen—a co-founder of The Paris 
Review with the aforementioned Plimpton 
(hence the Bastille Day fireworks)—purchased a 
six-acre compound in Sagaponack in 1959, for a 
mere $35,000, when the area was still a farming 
community with simple, small houses and rolling 
farmland—a far cry from Matthiessen’s WASPy, 
Fifth Avenue upbringing. “From Labor Day to 
Memorial Day it was absolutely dead silent,” 
Matthiessen once said. “I loved it, and I got a lot 
of work done. But it was very tough on our wives.” 
When he first moved out East, Matthiessen 
worked on the water and only wrote when weather 
prevented him from doing so. It was from this 
home that Matthiessen left on his 1973 journey to 
Nepal with naturalist George Schaller—a trip that 
resulted in his writing The Snow Leopard, part 
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travelogue, part natural history, part spiritual 
journey and winner of the 1980 National Book 
Award for Nonfiction. In addition to that and 
the East End classic Men’s Lives, Matthiessen 
also wrote the Shadow Country trilogy in his 
Sagaponack writing shack. Though the first, 
Killing Mr. Watson, found success, the final two 


_ didn’t. Matthiessen decided to rewrite the entire 


trilogy, sentence by sentence. The undertaking 
took a decade to complete, but the gambit paid off 
as the book won the 2008 National Book Award, 
making him the only writer ever to win National 
Book Awards for both Nonfiction and Fiction. 
Matthiessen’s home was open twice a week for 
visiting Zen Buddhists. While in Sagaponack, 
Matthiessen became friends with many other 


om writers who turned to the East End for its peace, 


quiet and low cost of living. Perhaps more than 


any other, he became close to James Salter. 


_ Every day during the summer, at about 6 p.m., 
the pair would meet at Gibson Beach for a swim. 
While they only did this daily until Labor Day, 
every November 1, they would meet again for 
one last swim of the year. “We dove in, splashed, 
and came out running,” Salter later said. Though 
they were both exceptional writers and great 
friends, Matthiessen confessed, “I never tell 
Salter I’ve read his books, and vice versa. Writers 
~ worry you'll be giving faint praise, and it’s 
somewhat undignified.”

TRUMAN CAPOTE 

In 1962, the Breakfast at Tiffany’s author 
commissioned a home about 100 yards from the 
ocean in Sagaponack. It was in that nondescript 
home—“Kansas with a sea breeze,” he called it— 
that he wrote In Cold Blood and spent his winters 
until his death in 1984. “I spend most of my time 
out here reading, writing, going for walks with 
my dog and talking on the telephone,” he told 
Architectural Digest in 1976. “I see people in 
New York; I don’t see New York people out here. 
I hardly see anyone when I’m here. In the past 
14 years, since I’ve had this house, I’ve gone out 
six times for dinner. Now that’s quite a record 
for someone known for being so social, isn’t 
it?” He may not have gone out for dinner often, 
but Capote was certainly a regular at the bar at 
Bobby Van’s in Bridgehampton back when it was 
in the current World Pie location. Two years after 
Capote died in Los Angeles, half of his ashes were 
shipped back east to his partner, Jack Dunphy, 
who died in 1992. Two years later, a group of 
friends spread Capote and Dunphy’s ashes on 
Crooked Pond in the Long Pond Greenbelt in 
Southampton town—land preserved in part by 
proceeds from the sale of Capote’s Sagaponack 
home. The other half of Capote’s ashes was sold 
at auction in 2016 for $43,750.

JAMES JONES 

In 1969, James Jones told an interviewer: “I 
wouldn't live anywhere else. It has nothing to 
do with my work. When I’m at my typewriter, 
I could just as well be living in New York.” The 
U.S. Army veteran wasn’t talking about 
Sagaponack, where he would move in 1975. 
“When the day’s stint is done, I walk the streets 
with Stendhal, Proust, Rousseau and Voltaire. 
I stand under the Eiffel Tower.... I get goose 
pimples just looking at the Seine.” Jones and his 
wife, Gloria, moved to Paris in 1959. There, Jones 
wrote The Thin Red Line, about his experiences 


in the Pacific theater during WW II—the second 
of a trilogy of novels, which began with his 
National Book Award—winning From Here to 
Eternity, about the time he spent in Hawaii 
during the war, which included the bombing 
of Pearl Harbor. Following a teaching gig at 
Florida International University in Miami and 
facing increasing health problems, Jones and his 
family moved to the East End, settling on Sagg 
Main Road in Sagaponack (“It’s close enough 
to New York if you have business in there,” he 
told a New York Times reporter. “But I only 
go into New York when I absolutely have to.”), 
where he set to work on the third part of his 
trilogy, Whistle. Jones died in May of 1977. 
He was eulogized by Willie Morris, Irwin Shaw 
and William Styron, who called Jones’ critics 
“voracious little barracudas” and called Jones “a 
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Peter Matthiessen purchased

writer deeply implanted in the American grain.” 
According to the Times, “It was recalled that until 
about a year ago he had been a regular at Bobby 
Van’s bar in Bridgehampton, and when he gave 
up liquor he still went there to imbibe grapefruit 
juice, smoke cigars and to talk.”

Mandy Gonzalez Brings Her Fearless Show to Bay Street 


he final performance of Bay Street Theater's 

2018 Music Mondays concert series features 
none other than renowned Broadway star Mandy 
Gonzalez. Taking a night. off from portraying 
Angelica Schuyler in Lin-Manuel Miranda’s smash 
musical Hamilton, she graces the Sag Harbor stage 
with Mandy Gonzalez: Fearless! on August 27 at 8 p.m. 

A Los Angeles native, Gonzalez made her off- 
Broadway debut—and won her first Obie Award— 
in 2001, with Eli’s Comin’, a jukebox musical told 
through the music of Rock & Roll Hall of Famer 
Laura Nyro. She hit Broadway later that year as a 
standby for Idina Menzel in the Elton John-Tim Rice 
pop opera Aida. She then performed in Dance of the 
Vampires and in Lennon. 

Gonzalez is best known, both on and off-Broadway, 
for her compelling portrayal of Nina Rosario in 
Lin-Manuel Miranda’s In the Heights which received 
a Drama Desk Award for Best Ensemble. After two 
years in the musical, she starred as Elphaba in Wicked. 
She has also made several film and television 
appearances, including in Quantico, Madam Secretary, 
and After. Since September 2016 she’s been blowing 
audiences away eight shows_a week in Hamilton, 
earning Miranda’s praise as “one of the greatest singers 
on Earth.” 

An. avid social media user, Gonzalez took notice 
of the constant negativity found online and knew 
that she couldn’t be the only person affected by it. 
In May 2017, she started the Twitter and Instagram 
movement #FearlessSquad to connect individuals who 
wanted to spread positivity online. She explains that 
unlike many internet message boards and social media 
platforms, “It’s not about shaming; it’s about having

a conversation to better understand each other.” The 
group lives by four squad rules: we dream big, we 
embrace differences, we look for the good, and we help 
each other when we fall. Always looking to uplift others, 
she personally responds to messages from squad 
members to offer words of encouragement, and lets 
them know how eager she is to meet them after her 
shows. “People put [celebrities] on a pedestal, but 
with social media, you can reach anybody,” she says. “I 
wanted to change the world through music, and now I 
can use my voice as a tool to help others.” 

When approached by executive producers Sandy 
Jacobs and Lou D’Ambrosio to create her debut album, 
she realized, “I can’t tell people to be fearless and not 
be fearless myself.” She called up Hamilton producer 
Bill Sherman and other members of her close-knit 
work family to help her make the record, knowing 
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that “we never say ‘no,’ because there’s so much love 
[between us].” Lin-Manuel Miranda penned the title 
anthem “Fearless,” with lyrics derived from the love 
story of Gonzalez’s parents, who met as pen pals. The 
song describes her mother, a young Jewish woman 
living in California, writing encouraging letters to 
Vietnam soldiers, one of whom was the Mexican- 
American migrant farmer who would soon return from 
the war and appear on her doorstep ready to sweep her 
off her feet. 

Other songs on Fearless were composed by 
Zack Berkman, Jay Livingston, Jennifer Nettles, 
Tom Kitt and Ray Evans. In the Heights and Hamilton 
co-star Christopher Jackson lent his vocals to the 
powerful duet “Life Is Sweet.” This year five more 
recorded tracks were released as Fearless: B-Sides. 

New to Bay Street, Gonzalez is looking forward 
to getting personal with the Sag Harbor audience. 
While she loves performing on Broadway, she says, 
“There’s nothing like breaking that fourth wall...[My 
show] allows me to be myself and connect with my 
audience.” Expect to hear electrifying renditions of 
Bruce Springsteen’s “Born to Run,” Doris Day’s “Que 
Sera, Sera,” and “Breathe” from In the Heights. While 
singing “Fearless” and other select songs, she'll be 
joined by a Fearless Female Choir made up of local kids 
and adults, a group she assembles in every town she 
performs in. More cabaret than concert, she'll also “get 
to talk about all the crazy things that make me “me.”

Just in Time: Novtth Fork Wines 


he days are long and sultry, and the bubbly surf 
calls out to us. But, alas, you can’t stay in the water 
all day. 

Luckily, there are other refreshing bubbles to partake 
of. Sparkling Pointe, on the North Road in Southold, 
specializes in making bubbly champagne-style wines. 
For many of us, this proves a Divine intelligence is 
at work in the world. For if Sparkling Pointe didn’t 
exist, then how could we specialize in drinking bubbly 
champagne-style wines? 

“These are exciting times for us,” says Mike Falcetta, 
the general manager at Sparkling Pointe. On August 
19, Sparkling Pointe released two new prestige wines— 
the 2014 Blanc de Noirs Seduction and the 2014 Blane 
de Blancs Seduction. 

Of these two, the 100% Chardonnay Blanc de Blancs 
is a first for the 8-year-old winery. “It’s all North Fork 
fruit, completely local,” says Falcetta. 

Of course, you don’t need to wait for the next special 
release to have a wine-soaked celebration on the North 
Fork. How about raising a glass to the transition from 
summer to fall? 

Over at Martha Clara Vineyards on Sound Avenue 
in Riverhead, they have Wine Down Wednesdays every 
Wednesday in August from 6 — 9 p.m., with wine 
(naturally!), live music and a food truck. That sounds 
good, right? Even better: it’s all practice for Martha 
Clara’s 7th Annual Stomp Party on Sunday, September 
9! That’s when you'll get a chance to get some grape 
skin between your toes as you work your feet to help 
turn those newly harvested grapes into fresh juice, fit 
for fermentation. A reward for your labor? How about 
a nice glass of wine, some tasty food, live music and 
bucolic bike rides around the vineyards? 

Meanwhile, over at Sherwood House Vineyards 
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CHEERS TO NORTH FORK WINE! 


on the Main Road in Jamesport, things are quite a bit 
calmer. “We’re smaller, so we don’t have the capacity 
to do large-scale events,” says Sherwood House tasting 
room manager Rachel Sunday. For those who prefer to 
sample wines studiously in a serene, quiet space, this 
could be your new favorite spot. Their current seasonal 
tasting includes the 2016 Oregon Road Chardonnay, 
the 2016 Sherwood House Chardonnay, the 2015 
Hound’s Tree Rosé, the 2016 Oregon Road Cabernet 
Franc, and the 2016 Hound’s Tree Cabernet Sauvignon. 

Speaking of scholarly pursuits, The Old Field 
Vineyards on the Main Road in Southold is offering a 
vertical pinot noir tasting on Saturday, August 25. “It’s 
an intimate affair, down by the bay,” says Ros Baiz, 
who owns and runs The Old Field with her husband 
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Christian and their grown children. In case you're 
jumping to conclusions, a vertical tasting is not a 
tasting where you have to remain standing throughout. 
A vertical tasting is an event where you taste several 
examples of the same style of wine made in different 
years by the same vineyard. 

At The Old Field’s vertical pinot noir tasting, instead 
of sampling the vineyard’s range of wines, guests 
will have a chance to taste five different vintages of 
The Old Field’s pinot noir, sharing their impressions 
with winemakers Ros and her son Perry. “We've done 
similar tastings with our merlots and cab francs,” says 
Ros, who hasn’t yet decided which vintages of pinot 
noir to feature at this year’s event. The tasting will be 
followed by a box lunch. 

Finally, while you’re out enjoying North Fork 
wines, it’s always good to be thankful for Long Island 
Wine Country. A relaxing drive down Sound Avenue 
is great at any time of year—enjoying the view of 
acre upon acre of grapevines. But it takes a lot of 
energy and commitment on the part of highly skilled 
viticulturists and winemakers to keep this wine region 
strong and vital, especially when it would be perhaps 
more profitable and less labor-intensive to just sell 
this acreage to the highest bidder. That’s why many 
of us were so relieved to learn that the 60-acre 
Palmer Vineyards in Aquebogue, which had been 
on the market after the death of its founder Robert 
Palmer, has been purchased by nearby Paumanok 
Vineyards. Have no fear: the grapevines will remain 
at Palmer. So stop in for a tasting and sing ho for the 


open highway. fi.
